minimum  of  effort. 

13. Include  no  number  so  difficult  that  a poor  rendition  of  it  may 
spoil  the  effect  of  the  v;hole  Cantata. 

14. Help  to  fill. the  ever  increasing  demands  for  Advent  and  Lent  mush^ 

Publish  a words  libretto  in  such  form  as 
may  make  the  words  attractive  to  the  congregation. 

16.  By  illustrations  make  the  subject  of  the  Cantata  attractive. 

17.  By  annotated  illustrations  from  the  best  attists  make  the  book 

educat ive. 

18. Interest  Canadians  Ln  Canadian  effort. 

19. Produce  something  tuneful  rather  than  erudite. 

20;Help  keep  alive  interest  in  the  Gospel  story. 

21.  Provide  a Cantata  that  may  be  illustrated  by  lantern  slides. 

22.  By  the  assistance  of  professional  ifiusiclans  keep  the  work  free 

from  grammatical  and  typographical  errors. 

23.  Produce  the  best  work  of  engravers  and  printers. 

24.  liake  the  libretto  author i.lsat ive  as  to  dates, facts, etc. 

25. Solemnize  the  odngregation  by  a reverent  production. 

26. Write  the  libretto  in  such  a form  that  where  solo  voices  are  not 
available, the  llinister  may  read  the  passages.
